T. Gratman and the United States. The 
suit is one in which the bishop sought 
to obtain a title in trust for his church 
to 130 acres of land now in the posses- 
sion of the United States government as 
a military reservation. The suit was 
based upon the act of congress enabling 
the organization of the state of Oregon, 
in which "all lands in possession of re- 
ligious societies as missionary posts to 
Indian tribes" were granted to those 
societies. The case was decided against 
the bishop and an appeal to the United 
States supreme court allowed. Judge 
Hanford cited a recent decision in which 
it was held that the government could 
not be compelled by its courts to issue a 
patent to a claimant

volves property worth over $2,000,000, 
located near Portland, Oregon.
